News last month of the proposed 
tuition hike has many international 
students planning for the rough 
times ahead, but the hospital’s gen- 
erous offer is one of the only ways 
the university is helping students 
alleviate the financial strain.

It has oft been echoed that the power 
of the written word can have a pro- 
found, if not wonderous and devas- 
tating, impact on the human spirit 
and soul. 

But although it was the University 
of Montreal Carabins who defeated 
the University of Alberta Pandas 2-0 
in the CIS semifinals last month, it 
was actually Eve Bluesky — a third- 
year volunteer with The Getaway — 
and not any of the Pandas players 
on the pitch, who ultimately lost the 
national championship title for the 
Pandas before the tournament even

began. 

“They always say that the pen is 
mightier than the sword, but I never 
knew my words would have this 
much of an impact,” Bluesky said 
when asked about last month’s final. 
“If my writing can affect a team’s 
play on the other side of the country, 
who knows what I could do? Maybe 
disarm Assad in Syria or stop all the 
cuts in the Faculty of Arts.” 

Bluesky’s article — which first ap- 
peared in an issue of The Getaway 
the day following the Pandas’ depar- 
ture them the national championship 
tournament in Toronto — received a 
bit of flack from U of A soccer fans 
for predicting that the Pandas would 
not be bringing home the national 
championship based on their play 
on the field. But it was actually what 
Bluesky didn’t write, and what she 
did, that prevented the Pandas from 
winning the gold.

“In the early hours of the morning, 
just after the Pandas had won their 
first game over the Laval Rouge et

just recited a bunch of lines from the 
book,” Bluesky said. “I didn’t even 
know what half the words meant or if 
I even got the pronunciation correct. 
All I wanted to do was make sure the 
Pandas never got to play for the CIS 
gold medal.” 

Cooom Hamwis and Ottoman Ka- 
menzi, the two most senior sports 
staff at The Getaway, couldn't recall 
an incident like this wherein a writer's 
words have so drastically affected a 
team’s play on the pitch. 

“Usually the old adage from coach- 
esand athletes is, ‘Tl let my playing do 
the talking,’ Kamenzi, The Getaway’s 
the sports editor said concerning the 
players’ discontent with Bluesky’s ar- 
ticle. 

“I don't care what you say or write 
about me, because I’m going to prove 
it on the pitch.

“Ifind this concept of putting curses 
on teams pretty interesting,” Hamwis 
said, before adding that if he could 
choose a team to help out or punish it 
wouldn't be Pandas soccer. “With such 
a dysfunctional management group 
at their helm, I would think the Oilers 
would be the first club to help out.” 

Hamwis was also quick to warn the 
Pandas soccer players that if they had 
beef with Bluesky, it should be with 
the curse she put on the team and not 
the article she wrote. 

“It’s funny because early on in the 
season, the team really liked Bluesky’s 
writing, because she was a female soc- 
cer player like them, and now they’re 
unhappy with her writing because 
they think that’s what cost them the 
championship,” Hamwis said. “But 
what they clearly don’t understand is 
that it wasn’t the article that caused 
them to lose or even their own play, 
but the curse that Bluesky put on the 
team.” 

For Bluesky, who refuses to gloat 
despite her clearly successful usage of 
the supernatural on the soccer team, 
the only hope is that other Golden 
Bears and Pandas student-athletes 
realize that they should watch out be- 
cause if she feels like it, she could be 
coming for them next. 

“I kinda like this new power,”

With the deadline approaching to 
complete a deal to build the Uni- 
versity of Alberta Golden Bears and 
Pandas hockey teams a new arena 
on campus, the U of A Athletics De- 
partment turned up the heat on the 
Students’ Union by paying a cross- 
town visit to MacEwan University 
last weekend in a threat to move 
the U of A hockey teams if they 
don’t get their way. 

“We absolutely need a new arena 
for the U of A campus,” the Ath- 
letics Department said in a press 
release. “This is probably the most 
passive aggressive, pretentious 
way we could possibly try to scare 
the university, the students, the 
fans and the city of Edmonton as a 
whole into meeting our ludicrous 
demands.” 

Off the record, a person familiar 
with the proceedings put the mat- 
ter in more indelicate terms. 

“The fact is we need a new arena, 
and if you aren't a tier one fan and 
you don't like it, you can shut your 
fucking mouth, you worthless piece 
of shit,” the source said. 

The UofA currently usesthe Clare 
Drake Arena, the 2,700 seat mullti- 
purpose arena built in 1959 and 
named after former hockey coach 
Clare Drake, who led the Golden 


Bears to 697 wins and multiple 
national championships. This old, 
decrepit arena, according to most, 
has seen its best days already and is 
in dire need of replacement. 

“Once or twice, I’ve actually seen 
a few rodents scurrying around the 
place,” an unnamed fourth-year 
student said. “Also, those wooden 
benches are extremely hard on the 
backside.”

While the deal for a new arena 
was thought to be done last October 
with both sides agreeing, in prin- 
ciple, to secure funding for the new 
project despite warnings of major 
budget cuts to the university, plans 
fell through at the last minute with 
the Students’ Union voting to delay 
the decision. 

It’s been widely speculated that 
the Athletics Department, coupled 
with the Pharmacy Department and 
the Katz Group — the parties who

have been spearheading this project 
for over four years — are seriously 
contemplating moving the Bears 
and Pandas hockey teams to Mac- 
Ewan as the end of the feasibility of 
Clare Drake as a top-tier arena host- 
ing top-tier teams looms. 

“This deal is great for the univer- 
sity and for all of its students, espe- 
cially those of them that have never 
attended a hockey game at the U 
of A,” the press release continued. 
“The fact that the university and 
Students’ Union feel they need to 
worry about relatively petty issues 
such as budget cuts, rising tuition 
prices, professors being laid off or 
classes being cancelled, instead of 
investing in a new state-of-the-art 
facility for athletics that can pro- 
vide a few short term jobs and make 
the area look a whole lot cooler, is 
pretty sad.” 

The new arena, which will be 
located on the old Varsity Field be- 
sides the Clare Drake Arena, is pro- 
posed to be a state-of-the-art multi- 
purpose arena that will be able to 
hold an estimated 3,200 fans, host 
potential University Cup tourna- 
ments and will “absolutely revital- 
ize the fuck out of the west side of 
campus,” according to a source fa- 
miliar with the proceedings. 

The cost for the project is estimat- 
ed at around $400 million, which 
will mainly come from students’ tu- 
ition and taxpayer money when all 
is said and done.

Consistently finishing at the bottom 
of the Canada West conference and 
without an on-field victory in three 
years means that good news is hard 
to come by for the Golden Bears 
football team. However, in a shock- 
ing turn of events, Bears third-year 
linebacker and 2013 Academic All- 
Canadian Jessie MacKay appears to 
have given birth to twins. 

“The news is most shocking in- 
deed,” head coach Christian Morri- 
son stated in the delivery room dur- 
ing the six hour labour.

Despite Morrison’s misuse of gen- 
der since the birthing of twins is a 
primary indicator that MacKay is 
not, in fact, a male, the revelation, 
though surprising to the coaching 
staff, that MacKay is a female has 
come at no surprise to the players. 

“We all knew Jessie was a girl,” 
quarterback Qurtis Bell said, adding 
that MacKay, a former rugby player, 
had transferred over to the Bears 
football team from the Pandas in 
order to instil that team’s winning 
ways on the club. “It’s hard to hide 
something like that, especially with 
a bunch of alpha males in one room. 
“We just didn’t want to say anything 
to coach (Morrison), because she 
was our best player by far” 

Though the identity of the twins’ 
biological father has yet to be re- 
vealed, some players on the team 
remain skeptical about finding out 
who the twins’ father really is. 


“It could be any one of us,” a dis- 
gruntled Bryan Scorts reluctantly 
admitted.

With CIS Hall of Fame voting quickly 
approaching, the winds of a hurri- 
cane of controversy have picked up 
around former University of Alberta 
superstar swimmer Tom Dolphin 
regarding whether or not this ath- 
lete — who many consider to be the 
greatest university swimmer of all 
time — deserves to be forever en- 
shrined in CIS history. 

“Men lie, women lie, children lie, 
but facts don’t lie,” CIS Hall of Fame 
committee member Conner Baker 
said regarding Dolphin’s historic ca- 
reer. “And the facts say that Tom is 
the single greatest swimmer in CIS 
history, and possibly the history of 
human athletics too.”

In the wake of recent professional 
head coaches employing the tactic 
of bending — but not breaking — 
the rules of their respective leagues, 
sources close to the team have con- 
firmed that Edmonton Oilers head 
coach Austin Acheouts has been 
holding additional practices with 
his assistants to brainstorm and per- 
form different strategies in which 
the rookie bench boss could more in- 
directly directly influence games. 
“We saw some irregular behaviour 
inthe scrimmages at the Oilers’ prac- 
tice Wednesday,” a top league official 
confided to The Getaway, noting that 
as players would skate by his bench, 
Acheouts’ actions would range from 
pretending to get hit — by both the 
puck and players — and making 
quick and exaggerated arm move- 
ments in the direction of Hammer 
Muskupov and Riley James in hopes 
of making them flinch or shortly lose 


focus on the game. 

“These ploys proved  success- 
ful when, at one point, the practice 
briefly stopped as players rushed 
over to the bench to see if their coach 
was hurt,” the league official said, re- 
questing anonymity. 

It’s interesting to note that all this 
conspicuously comes after recent 
events in recent weeks in which mul- 
tiple coaches gained national atten- 
tion for making contentious moves 
that had direct impacts on their 
teams’ games. 

In the NBA, Brooklyn Nets coach 
Jason Kidd, with no timeouts left in 
a close game with the Los Angeles 
Lakers, “dropped” his drink onto 
the court as guard Tyshawn Taylor 
bumped into him, thus causing an 
automatic break in the game as of- 
ficials cleaned up the spill. Mean- 
while, Kidd turned the stoppage into 
an impromptu timeout and drew up 
the next play for the Nets. 

Replays later showed Kidd mouth- 
ing what appears to be the words 
“hit me” just before Taylor knocked 
the drink out of his hand, and just 


one day later in the NFL, Pittsburgh 
Steelers head coach Mike Tomlin was 
caught straddling the sideline while 
Baltimore Ravens kick-returner Ja- 
coby Jones was forced to slow down 
to avoid hitting Tomlin, allowing a 
chasing Steelers defender to catch 
up and tackle him. 

While both Kidd and Tomlin were 
given hefty fines by their respec- 
tive leagues, Acheouts doesn’t seem 
afraid of receiving the same conse- 
quence. 

“Tthink he believes with the incon- 
sistency the NHL has in terms of dis- 
ciplining players around the league, 
he has a decent chance of getting 
away with little or no repercussions,” 
a source close to the team told The 
Getaway “With the recent play of 
the team, he also feels he needs to do 
what he can to win.” 

Whether he actually goes through 
with these moves in real games, 
some speculate that this newfound 
skill by Acheouts has given the Oil- 
ers a new wrinkle to their arsenal, 
and fans should expect to see some 
interesting things on the bench.

The Flailers will sport bright yellow 
jerseys so the players can find each 
other more easily on the ice, with red 
and blue highlights to show respect 
for the former teams. The team’s new 
logo will be the sliding man from 
“Caution, Wet Floor” signs as asymbol 
to accurately represent the direction 
both teams were heading prior to the 
merger. 

“We may not have the brightest play- 
ers in the world, but we sure as hell 
have the most talented,” Oilers and 
soon to be Flailers co-general manager 
Greg MacLavish said yesterday. It was 
also announced that both the Flames 
and Oilers front offices will manage 
the team, perhaps actually being able 
to produce a winning hockey team 
now that will they have access to the 
best Oilers and Flames players. 

“These jersey designs will hopefully 
help speed up the rebuilding process, 
though fans will have to hang tight 
for an additional three to four seasons 
of the now joint restructuring as our 
players get used to playing with each 
other,” MacLavish said. 

For some fans, the move to join 
the Oilers and Flames into one team 
means putting aside decades of pent 
up animosity in an opportunity to 


unite behind the provincial flag. 

“Tm really excited about the move,” 
says long time season-ticket holder 
Christian Yates.
